ATTEMPT MADE TO KEEP - 


CAUSE Of DEATH SECRET 


Coroner's Jury Returns Verdict of 
"Suicide by Shooting9' in Case 


of T. K. Laughlin 


W PITTSBURG, March 12.—A coroner's report today gave the 


cause of the death of Thomas K. Laughlin, brother-in-law of Presi- 
dent Taft, yesterday as "suicide by shooting." 


It was reported yesterday that Mr. Laughlin died suddenly of 


cerebral hemorrhage. He was the son of Major George M. Laugh- 
lin, who died a few months ago. He was born March 14, 1875, and 
was among the prominent young men of business and social life 
here. He married at Cincinnati in 1902 Miss Herron, a sister of 
Mrs. Taft. 


Besides the widow he leaves two minor sons and two brothers, 


George M. Jr. of the Jones & Laughlin Steel Company and Irwin B. 
Laughlin, secretary to the American Embassy at Berlin. 
Try to Keep Cause of Death Secret 


Death was reported as due to cerebral hemorrhages, according 


to the statements of two attending physicians, who said they "ar- 
rived too late, as death had been evidently instantaneous." 


According to authoritative information Laughlin's body was 


found by servants in the basement of his home with a gaping wound 
ita the side of the head. A report of the death was not returned to 
tjpt coroner, it is said, until last night, when a return was quietly 
made and entered by two doctors.

For months Mr. Laughlin had been a sufferer from nervous 


trouble. 


Mr. Laughlin was a member of all the more prominent Pitts- 


burg clubs, a director in several banking institutions and assist- 
ant treasurer of the Jones & Laughlin Steel Company. 


President Taft, who was a guest at the Laughlin home during 


his visit here last May, will attend the funeral tomorrow, but Mrs. 
Taft, sister of Mrs. Laughlin, will not be present. 


In 1907 Thomas O'Connor Jones, another of the junior mem- 


bjrs of the firm of Jones & Laughlin, was found dead in his rooms 
aT the Hotel Schenley in this city, having shot himself.

hell of these days is the inflnitt terror of not making 
money." Almost a generation has passed since Carlyle's 
death, and i In no period of history has the money worship 
been more accentuated than during that generation and in 
our own country. 


Two facts have especially contributed to making it a 


time of peculiar peril to our Ameucan institutions, calling 
for. some real remedy. 


First, the enormous increase of wealth during the 


period. 
Gladstone estimated that the first half of the 


nineteenth century produced more wealth than had been 
handed down by fie preceding eighteen ccntjnes of the 
Christian era, that as much more -was created In the 
twenty years from 1850 to 1870. In the thirty years suc- 
ceeding, it was doubled again. 


In 1820 our natural wealth was estimated at $2 000,000,- 


000. 
In twenty years It doubled; In forty years It in- 


£ creased eight fold. Today It Is estimated at SI 07.000,000,000.

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The Ntobbing of Broker P alt en. 


The mobbing of James A. Patten, the Chicago grain and cotton 


speculator, on the Manchester Cotton Exchange was not creditable 
either to British intelligence or British courage; it was a demonstra- 
tion as cowardly as it was blackguardly, and it is an offense against 
the la'-fs of fairplay and hospitality that was aggravated by pre- 
meditation. 
Apparently the brutal reception given the Chicago 


broker was a concerted affair, predicated on knowledge that he in- 
tended to visit the exchange. 
' 
Patten is a type of speculator that we do not admire strongly in 


this country, but the brokers who gave him a taste of British ruf- 
fianism at Manchester had no legitimate excuse for their conduct. 
They speculated on the wrong side of the market and lost. Patten 
played the right side and won. They were trying to depress the 
price of cotton to make money for themselves and help the Lanca- 
shire spinners get cheap raw material for their manufacturing in- 
dustry. Patten tried to boost the price of cotton to mak^e money for 
himself and his associates; incidentally' he helped the planters to 
get a better price for their crop. It was a case of dog eat dog, but 
as between the two sympathies naturally incline to Patten, who 
was fighting on the side of the American producer against the for- 
eign middlemen. He was a mercenary in the fight, but he "stood 
precisely on the same footing as the British brokers and speculators. 


The defeat of the attempt of the Manchester clique to depress 


the price of cotton was as disastrous to the Lancashire spinners as it 
was to the British brokers. T!HM held off buying supplies for their 
mills till ton '-ic and then had i 
--lock up at a high figure. Hence 


everybody in Manchester is sore at Patten, for Patten represents 
the American interests that worsted the British speculators. A few 
years ago the Manchester brokers and spinners broke the price of 
cotton by heavy concerted selling of futures on the American as well 
as the British exchanges, with the result that the English mills 
stocked up at a low price after the cotton market had been demoral- 
ized. This time they tried to repeat the game, but were caught and 
squeezed, Patten being the leader of the bull movement on the 
American side. John Bull is a poor loser notwithstanding his pre- 
tense of being a game sportsman. ITe resents being beaten, and his 
resentment is heated by depictions of his pocketbook. His anger at 
financial loss is whetted by knowledge that foreigners have not only 
overmatched him in shrewdness but have profited by beating him. 


That'is the feeling that prompted the demonstration against 


Patten. Had an Englishman been treated the same way in New 
York or Chicago the entire British press would have roared with 
indignation. "American mob spirit" would have been denounced in 
fitting terms by all the E.nglish newspapers, from the London 
Times to the Penny Post; American boorishness and brutality would 
have been properly rebuked, and our anger because cupidity and 
speculative shrewdness had been baffled would have been ridiculed 
in ponderous style by all the heavy wits of Britain. But the boot is 
on the other leg, and the blackguard strain shows through the blub- 
ber of British complacency. 


It is too bad that these British brokers and millmen should not 


be permitted to make a football of the price of American cotton for 
their own profit. It is a gross infringement of the Briton's God- 
given right to buy American raw materials at his own price. It is a 
violation of the law of nations and a shameful breach of international 
courtesy. Likewise it interferes with British prosperity and the 
supremacy of Lancashire in cotton manufacturing. Hence it was a 
patriotic duty to kick the head off Patten. 
Bunker Hill and the 


Alabama Claims Award have never been fully averiged, but with a 
low price for cotton all will be forgotten if not forgiven. 
But the 


presence of a Chicago bull among the Manchester bears is not to 
be tolerated; it is an insult to British sensibilities calling for pun- 
ishment of the kind that Jem usually administers to the missis when 
ie comes home drunk on Saturday night. 


Will Asquilh Become Lord? 


It would be a hilarious sequel to the recent Parliamentary cam- 


paign in Great Britain if Premier Asquith were now to resign the 
leadership of the Liberal party and accept a seat in the House of 
Lords. 


In the campaign just closed the battle cry of the Liberals was 


"Down with the Lords!" The majority with which they were re- 
turned to power is not as large as a church door nor as deep as a 
well, but it was popularly supposed to suffice for the present.1 But 
Mr. Asquith has encountered snags in the political current. The 
Irish Nationalists have been rather insistent on the fulfillment of 
Home Rule promises and the Laborites are mutinous. Some of tTie 
aristocratic Liberals manifest a disposition to revolt if a drastic 
policy is persisted in, 


While under the necessity of placating the Irish Mr. Asquith 


has his hands full trying to hold back the radicals and at the^aame 
time goad up the conservative element in his party to more vigor- 
ous action. 


Coupled with the report that he may resign, to accept a peerage 


is a rumor that he is taking too deep counsel with John Barleycorn 
and that marital infelicity is likely to bring about a separation be- 
tween himself and his wife. As these reports all emanate from 
hostile sources "their accuracy is open to serious question. Then the 
lugging in of statements regarding alleged domestic discord has the 
ring of malice. It is a reminder of the vicious and unmanly verses 
entitled "The Woman with the Serpent's Tongue," which appeared 
on the eve of the late election. 


Still it is evident that the Liberal premier is in- close straits and 


will have to steer his political bark adroitlv if shipwreck is to be 
avoided. But for him to lay down the reins at this time and take 
his seat with the Lords wouI3 be a ridiculous climax to the move- 
ment he has been leading.

JUDGE STEPS OUT 


OF 


Sturtevant Says Law Disquali- 


fies Him From Acting in 


Geary Road Case. 


SAN FRAKCISCO, 
March 12. — The 


proceedings In the suit brought by Horace 
G. Platt, president of the Geary Street 
railroad, to enjoin the sale of bonds with 
which to build the municipal line was 
given an unexpected turn yesterday by 
Superior Judge Sturtevant, before whom 
the case was to be beard. Interrupting 
counsel when It was called, by making 
the following statement 


' DISQUALIFIED TO SlT. 
"I am disqualified, genetlemen. I thank 


you, 
gentlemen, very much for the com- 


pliment of appearing before me If any of 
you are advised of the fact. I don't know 
that there is any presumption that,a 
superior Judge Is on the assessment' roll, 
but I am on the assessment roll and there 
IB no question about that helng a dis- 
qualification. Neither Is there any ques- 
tion about the proposition that when a 
Judge Is disqualified In such a matter as 
this the disqualification Is of such a na- 
ture that It can not be waived. 
If I 


should proceed, which I have no disposi- 
tion to do, any tax payer could maintain 
a prohibition proceeding against 
me at 


just the minute of entering a decree and 
nothing would be accomplished. I refer 
to subdivision 1 of section 170, C. C. P., 
which says: 


" 'No Justice, judge or Justice of the 


peace shall sit or act as such In any 
action or proceeding: 


" '1. 
To which he Is a party or In 


which h« is interested.' "

i CO-eds of the University of California Is 
fthat a council of women students, act- 
ling- with the dean of women to formu- 
flate rules as a code of the art of etl- 
jquette, would not work in California. 
i Many reasons are given, among them the 
'diversity of problems raised In a co-edu- 
cational institution. 
The general belief 
expressed, however, is to the effect that 
no such code is necessary at the State 
University. 


GOOD SENSE RULES. 


The co-eds admit that there exist such 
thmgs as "queening In co-eel canyon," 
"stints In the library" and "the ivhlrl of 
too many social events dining the rush- 
ing season of the sororities." bnt declare 
that these things must settle themselves 
through the good sense of the girls. 
They assert that any attempt on the part 
of the faculty or of a council of wom^n 
acting with the dean of women, would 
be resented by the women students, and 
Irould prove useless. 


The dispatch from the University of 
Missouri telling of the formation of such 
a council there to draft 1-t.les of campus 
etiquette was met with astonishment bv 
the social leaders at the unit ersity 
"That would never work here." said 
,M!ss Pnttie Chlckering, president of the 
.Associated Women Students. 
"I think 
,'there Is no need of It here. Tradition. 
•custom and public opinion govern thmgs 
of that kind on the campus, and they 
gradually settle themsehes 
We have 
student self government here in the full- 
est degree, but the elements are so di- 
verse that no one set of regulations no 
matter how general, would be acceptable 
to all. One must Judge what is right 
and dignified and proper for one's self." 


GIRL'S IDEALS. 


Miss Leigh Stafford is one of 
the 
leaders in -women's affairs on the cam- 
pus. Last semester she occasioned some 
comment by refusing to appear in the 
Junior farce with men students who were 
said to have been guilty of unseemly 
conduct at the stag football show In San 
Francisco on the night of the intercol- 
legiate game with Stanford 
The student 


who had been accused of Improper In- 
terpolations in the football show dialogue 
was cast for the leading male part In 
the farce. Miss Stafford being cast for 
the leading woman. It was only after 
a thorough investigation of the affair by 
the 
Undergraduate 
Students' 
Affairs 
committee, and a liberal application of 
the whitewash brush, that Miss Staf- 
ford consented to appear and save the 
junior day celebration from disaster. 
"Every girl has her own ideals," said 


Miss Stafford. 
"And tries to live up to 
them. If she didn't, why then—well, I 
•don't know what would happen, but I 
: suppose she would be taken before the 
,dean of women. But we have never had 
ia case of that kind at the university 
The women are governed by public opin- 
ion and tradition, and I think tha.1 there 
is not a campus anywhere on which tra- 
dition is so strong as at California." 


DONT APPROVE RULES. 


Miss Ethel Jordan, who has served on 


•A score of committees for social affairs 
*vncl Is prominent 
in 
many activities 
'«mong the women students, said. 
"J do not approve1 of rules. The force 
icf example Is much stronger and more 
'effective than any set of rules could be. 
•The senior women exercise control in this 
manner. They make the traditions and 
'customs, and gradually 
effect 
reforms 
where necessary. We senior women get 
together and talk things over among 
ourselves, and It is for this reason that 
fwe are working now for a senior hall for 
women. The senior hall has been a great 
Success among the men, offering a chance 
•to discuss college affairs and plan for 
changes and reforms. It makes possible 
.the perfect control by self-government 
with the seniors establishing the customs 
and forming public opinion." 
• Miss Jordan disclaimed any knowledge 
'Of "queening In the library, stating that 
she had heard the expression, but be- 
ilieved It covered indefinite gradations In 
college friendships. 
About a. year ago Robert Livingstone, 
a Student In psychology, was arrested on 
the complaint of several girls of the ex- 
clusive La Solona House Club, charged 
with Insanity. The testimony given by 
: the girls was to the effect that Llvlng- 
t stone would meet them In the alcoves of 
the University library and there breathe 
'ardent words of love as thev passed him 
[by. Ho also persisted in riding his bl- 
' cycle In front of thorn on the campus and 
'by simulating a fall would gain their 
sympathy and attention. He would then 
arise from the 
ground 
and 
begin a 
'declaration of love. The girls finally had 
'htm arrested, but he was released after 
•a- lengthy trial. He never returned to 
die University.

.chapters of the sororities in these matters 
were a power of good. 
Miss Mary Stafford, one of the mem- 
lb«n of Alpha Chi Omega, said that she 
Believed the Pan-Hellenic Council 
ex- 
•tended its authority as far as practical In 
|th* matter. The Pan-Hanenlo Council Is 
jcoomosed of delegates from each sorority 
,Sit the University and formulates rules 
leach year for social events carried on by 
the sororities in relation to "rushing' fejre 
(freshman girls for new members. Last 
iyear the rules put off the pledging of the 
mew members, extending the rushing sea- 
son so greatly that before the gaps in 
[membership were filled 
the 
sororities 
;were impoverished by the whirl of dances, 
Inceptions and theater parties, and by 
Ithe fact of depleted membership.

treated Just right by the San Francisco 
wcrren in making these charges. 
The 


Invitations were sent out about the end 
of January, and the women were given 
until February 20 In which to reply. We 
asked urgently that a, reply be sent. In 
oroer that we might make the necessary 
arrangements for entertaining our guests. 
The call was for a one-day convention 
with the object of forming a Bay Fed- 
eration of Mothers' Clubs. 


BERKELEY STRONGHOLD. 


"Berkeley has been the stronghold of 


this work, and we have the largest and 
most perfectly organized federation, and 
the oldest. For this reason we felt that 
It was not necessary for us to consult 
with anybody when WQ decided that a 
bay federatlo^ should be formed, and we 
sent out our invitations. We were en- 
gaged 
In a beautiful work, and there 


seemed no reason why anybody engaged 
In similar work should not be ready to 
co-operate. 
"All were to be on an equal footing In 
the convention, each club being re- 
quested to send its president and one 
delegate, being allowed an extra delegate 
for each 50 members. 
As we had not 
the addresses or names of the presidents 
of the San Francisco mothers' clubs, we 
sent to Miss Florence Musto, president I 
of 
the 
San 
Francisco Congress 
of 
Mothers' Clubs, asking for these. names. 
She wrote back that she could not give 
them out excepting with the authority of 
her congress. Every effort on our part 
to obtain these names met with failure, 
and there was apparent discourtesy on 
her part in withholding them. 


FINOS JOKER. 


"It was about this time that we dis- 


covered the Joker in the 
affair. 
Mrs. 


Thomas Seabury. president of the Ber- 
keley federation, had sent out the Invi- 
tations. When we found that we could 
not obtain the names of the San Fran- 
cisco women, Mrs. Steel, our secretary, 
sent a large bunch of Invitations to" Miss 
Musto to be distributed by her to the 
members of her congress. 


"Mrs. Seabury received an Invitation 
that week to come to San Francisco with 
a few of her associates, to an informal 
convention. A number of them attended 
and our eyes were opened. 
The San 


Francisco women had received no Invi- 
tations and felt they were slighted. We 
asked Miss Musto what she had done 
with those sent her, and she said she 
had left them home and had not dis- 
tributed them. 
We then extended the 
Invitation to the San Francisco women. 
"Subsequent nttempts to reach them 


alpo failed 
They have a poor organiza- 
tion -in San Francisco. 
The secretary, 
Mrs. Frank Malleye, could n\t give us 
the names, and referred us to Miss Mus- 
to 
Mrs. Brun did not have the names 


and also referred us to Miss Musto. She 
deliberately refused to give us the In- 
formation we arked. 


EQUAL FOOTING. 


"On the day 'of the convention every- 
body was on an equal footing. In order 
that the meeting might be conducted 
smoothly we asked a skilled parliament- 
arian to assist whoever should be elected 
to nil the chair temporarily. We did this 
so that there might be no question of our 
fairness, as there might have been some 
question had the rulings been made by a 
Berkeley delegate. The congress was an 
open gathering of delegates, and the par- 
liamentarian assisted while we were at- 
tempting to organize, not after organiza- 
tion had been effected. There Is nothing 
against such a proceeding as this, and 
it must be merely an attempt to belittle

Lincoln avenue near Mastlck station. 


Councilman John Walker has been agi- 


tating the removal of this wash house

Admiral Barandon, who attended the 
German and American yacht contest 
| at Marblfihead 
last September, 
con- 


tributes an Interesting account of it 
for the new volume of the Year Book 
ol the Imperial Yacht Club of Kiel. 
Tho ^ riter was formerly superintend- 
ent of Krupp's ship building yards at 
Kiel, which built some of 
the best 


German yachts, and Is thus in position 
to speak with authority on the 
com- 


parative merits of these craft. 


In regard to the handling of the 


contesting boats, the admiral thinks 
that the Americans were not superior 
to the Germans, and In the case of 
Havella, he thinks there were decid- 
edly outclassed. 
The German boats 


were superior to the American only 
when their sails "were carried 
com- 


pletely erect, thnat is, when sailing 
before a light wind, but as soon, as 
the American yachts heeled ov«r 'be- 
fore the wind, they showed them- 
selves to be considerably faster than 
the Germans

up his Judgment. 


"It seems to me, therefore, that the 


American boats, except In really bad
